Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1955. 

The  mid-1955  estimated  population,  as  calculated  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  9,140,  a decrease  of  20  on  the  1954 
figure.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  31. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  13T  per  thousand  population 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  12-7),  which  is  well  below  the  W.R. 
Rural  District  Aggregate  Rate  of  16-6  and  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  15-0. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  9-7  (Adjusted  Death  Rate  9-7) 
was  below  the  average  and  compares  favourably  with  9-6  for 
the  W.R.  Rural  Rate  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  of  1T7. 

Of  the  89  deaths,  37  (40-4%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  76 
years  and  over  ; of  these  7 were  over  85  years  and  one  95 
years. 

There  were  5 Infant  Deaths,  giving  a Rate  of  33-3  per 
thousand  live  births.  The  W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  28-8  and  the 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  24-9  was  a new  low  record. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  339.  Mainly 
responsible  for  this  high  figure  was  a widespread  epidemic  of 
measles  (300  cases)  which  began  in  January,  reached  its  peak 
in  July  and  rapidly  subsided. 

The  absence  of  diphtheria  from  the  District  for  twelve 
years  is  satisfactory,  but  it  would  appear  that  a sense  of  false 
security  is  being  engendered  in  the  minds  of  some  parents. 
It  is  better  to  be  safe  than  sorry,  so  all  babies  should  be 
immunised  at  six  months  of  age  and  a refresher  dose  given 
before  reaching  school  age. 

A further  step  in  the  fight  to  control  and  eventually 
eliminate  tuberculosis  was  inaugurated  during  1955.  A 
tuberculin  test  followed  by  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  vaccine 
where  shown  to  be  necessary  was  offered  to  all  school  children 
between  the  ages  of  13  and  14  years.  73-4%  of  this  age  group 
was  tested  and  60%  required  vaccination. 


The  retirement  of  Mr.  Robert  Plewes  after  34  years  as 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  will  have  occurred  before 
this  Report  is  in  print.  I take  the  opportunity,  therefore,  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  service  rendered  to 
the  Health  Department  of  the  District  by  Mr.  Plewes,  and 
the  generous  assistance  given  to  me  and  to  my  predecessor, 
the  late  Dr.  W.  Bertram  Hill. 

Mr.  Plewes  has  been  actively  concerned  in  the  marked 
progress  made  in  health  and  sanitation  during  his  long  service, 
and  his  profound  knowledge  of  all  aspects  of  this  work  in  the 
locality  has  been  of  very  considerable  help  to  me  during  the 
last  nine  years. 

I hope  he  will  have  a long  and  happy  retirement  and 
opportunity  to  maintain  his  interest  in  all  that  contributes 
to  higher  health  standards  in  the  locality. 

In  conclusion,  I record  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and 
Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the 
Voluntary  Committees  for  regular  assistance  at  the  Clinics.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  — YEAR  1955 


JQURING  the  year  1955  further  progress  has  been  made 
in  providing  houses  for  families  who  were  living  in 
lodgings,  so  that  now  the  number  of  applicants  for  housing 
accommodation  in  lodgings  is  comparatively  small. 

Four  houses  were  completed  at  Adlingfleet  and  were  let 
to  young  married  couples.  A further  16  houses  will  be 
completed  at  Snaith  early  in  1956.  As  I am  due  to  retire 
in  March,  1956,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  briefly 
reviewing  the  progress  in  housing,  sanitation,  etc.,  since  I was 
appointed  in  1921.  At  that  time  the  Council  did  not  possess 
any  houses  (10  were  under  construction  at  Rawcliffe  and  4 
at  Airmyn).  The  Council  now  own  550  and  have  been  able 
to  provide  homes  for  many  young  married  couples  ; also  for 
large  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions.  Of  the  2,944 
houses  in  the  Rural  Area,  18  per  cent,  are  owned  by  the 
Council.  In  1921  only  four  parishes  had  piped  water,  but 
now  the  whole  of  the  15  parishes  have  piped  water,  and  out 
of  the  2,944  houses  only  76  are  without  this  facility.  A scheme 
has  been  prepared  and  has  received  Ministry  approval  for 
laying  a water  main  to  the  rather  isolated  houses  and  farms 
in  the  New  Bridge  area — a total  of  12 — so  that  when  this 
scheme  is  completed  the  only  houses  without  a piped  supply 
of  water  will  be  those  which  are  far  removed  from  any  water 
main. 

In  1921  the  only  parishes  enjoying  a public  scavenging 
service  were  Rawcliffe,  Snaith  and  Cowick,  and  Swinefleet,  but 
the  Council  decided  many  years  ago  to  extend  the  service  to 
include  the  whole  of  the  15  parishes.  All  the  parishes  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  electricity. 

Five  parishes  have  street  lighting,  and  a further  six 
parishes  have  schemes  prepared  for  this  added  amenity.  The 
Council  has  kept  a tight  check  on  the  use  of  caravans  for 
ordinary  living  purposes,  also  upon  the  erection  of  advertising 
hoardings  ; consequently,  the  District  is  perfectly  free  from 
these  modern  despoilers  of  the  beauties  of  the  countryside. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  continues  to  increase, 
and  there  need  be  no  fear  that  persons  will  leave  the  country 
to  dwell  in  towns  if  the  governing  body  will  provide  modern 
facilities,  as  Goole  R.D.C.  have  succeeded  in  doing.
